have given up Canton without so much as firing a shot and the 
: cwengsl faction is now waiting to enter. ‘ 


_OPEN CLASH NOT. EXPECTED. 


The evacuation of the Ironsides 
. was’ foreshadowed .in the “China 
Mail” on Saturday. 

"Since then it has become appar- 
“ent that the Ironsides are not 
going to launch a “vindication 
campaign” at all, or any other 
campaign for that matter. 

Allalong . they had held their 
ground, Their opponents, the 

_ Kwangsi military faction, had 
steadfastly refused to. compro- 
mise. 

Refugees poured into “Hong 
‘Kong and other places, but fears 
have now been allayed because, if 
there is to be any fighting at all, 
"it will not be in the city. 

_ Tronsides Outnumbered. 

’| There was no mistaking the at- 
litude of the Kwangsi faction.

Chiang Kai-shek at Shanghai and

Troop trains have left Canton 
daily on the Kowloon line (Chin- 
ese section) to carry the ‘Irdn- 
sides away to the East River and, 
incidentally, seley ie the express 
to Hong Kong.

"JAIL: FOR CHINESE 
“ENGRAVERS, 
OTHERS DISCHARGED. 


Before Mr, R. B. Lindsell “at 
the Central Magistracy on Satur- 
day, a Chinese employed in. the 
photograveur department of the 
Commercial Press, 
Street, Kennedy Town, was con- 
victed on.a charge of making an 
engraving of a: $5 note of the 
Central Bank of China, and, was 
sentenced.to five months’ ‘hard 
labour. 

One of threa other Chinese who 
were, charged with aiding and 


abetting ‘the first man, was also) 


sentenced to five months’ hard 
labour, whilst the. other two were 
discharged on .account of there 
being insufficient evidence against 


em. 
Photo’ of Note. ' 

The case for the prosecution 
was that the accused first ap- 
proached the foreman of the 
photograveur department of the 
Commercial! Press asking him to 
take a photograph of a $5 bank- 
note of the Central | Bank of 
China, on which it was required 
that all the colours on the note 
should be distinctly shown, 
Thinking that it meant business 
for the firm, the foreman took'a 


-{photo of the note, but ‘it was: not 


successful, and he destroyed the 
negative. The accused pressed 
him to make another attempt, 
and when he refused offered him 
$100 and then. $200 to undertake 
the job... 

Then the foreman became suspi- 
cious and informed the manager, 
and when the latter investigated 
the matter he was told by the ac- 
cused to keep the matter ‘‘dark,” 
Later the accused were seen by 
the foreman engaged on engrav- 
ing a copper plate,.and the mana- 
ger turned them out of the 
works. ' Information was subse- 
quently given to the police and the 
accused were arrested, 

A young apprentice’ spoke of 
the accused . getting a -photo- 
grapher to photograph the note 
for them, for which work they 
agreed to pay $40 to the photo- 
grapher, and to clinch the bargain 
$5 was paid to the photographer 
on account, 

No Criminal Intent. 

‘ The defence was raised by Mr.’ 
G.'S. Hugh-Jones and Mr, Horace 
Lo said that the accused were not 
making the block for the purpose 
of forging banknotes of the 
Central’ Bank: of China.. They 
merely wanted to secure a design 
for the printing of “joss” notes 
used in Chinese funeral cere- 
monies, and intended -to use only 
the flowery background . of the 
Central Bank of China note, It 
was not the accused's intention to 
reproduce _ the wording and 
figures on the notes.’ ~ 

Mr. Lindsell decided | that he 
could not believe the accused’s 
story, and convicting the two 
men, passed sentence as ‘mention- 

above. 

Mr. Lo pointed out that the ac- 
cused had been in custody since 
December 2, and asked the Magis- 
trate if the sentences were to date 
from the time they were firat 
taken into’ custody. 

The Magistrate said © the sen-, 
tences were to start from the time 
of the accused’s conviction. He 
had already taken into considera- 
tion the accused’s Jong detention 
when he passed sentence of five 
months’ jail, otherwise, his Wor- 
ship remarked, they would have 
received six months ‘each.

The annual report of the Ship- 


ping Committee of the Hull 
Chamber of Commerce and Ship- 


ping states the level of dues |. 


charged by railway-owned dock 
undertakings ‘throughout the 
country still stands at 60 per 
cent, on pre-war. With-centinued 
depression in shipping generally, 
no pressure has been brought to 
bear on the local dock authority 
to reduce their charges, except 
in the direction of lower charges 
on shipment - coal. for export, 
Hull, and the Humber ports gen- 
erally, suffering severely from 
the reduction in the volume of 


Whilst . shipping charges on 
cecal are probably no higher in the 
Humber than elsewhere, the bur- 
den of increased railway rates by 
reason of the long haulage from 
the producing collieries, has been 
largely responsible for the decline 
in shipments through Hull from 
the comfortable figure of ap- 
proximately 9,000,000 tons in 
1918 to what is likely to prove 
about 2,600,000 tons in 1927, -

The Szech Land Reform: Office, in 
response to the challenge by Vis- 
count Rothermere, haa just issued a 
report on the operations of the De- 
partment for the last six years.

formation which it gives. 

The statistics are tmpressive, but 
no pari a are given of the 
prices paid"the owners nor of the 
distribution. of Jand. according to 
races, 

The confiscatory methods adopted 
are concealed, but the colossal scale 
of the transaction shows the scope 
which has existed for the favouri- 
tism ‘and courdipiton which ‘have 
been practised. 

The total area of agricultura) 
land which has been allotted or re- 
leased, that is taken over by the 
State, ‘amounts to 1,005,574 hectares 
(about 2,600,000 "aerer), , leaving 
only 224, 114. hectares to be expro- 
priated. The forests and unculti- 
vated land occupying an area of 
2,788,376 hectares (about 6,750,000 
acres) are nearly all retained by the 
State. The Jand which remains to 
he allotted'is chiefly in Slovakia. 

The ‘State does not make the 
utterly’ inadequate: payment, vary> 
ing from one-sixth to one-tenth of 
the value, for the Iand which it 
forcibly acquires: until several 
yeara after the Land Office takes 
possession, and then only to a small 
extent in cash, 

On the other - hand, the Land’ 
Office lends money on easy terms te 
the favoured new owners, of whom 
90 per cent. are Czechs or Slovaks. 

‘The report states that credits 
amounting to nearly 5600 million 
crowns (about £3,650,000) have 
been granted to the new owners, 

Many thousands of employees on 
the Iaxgg estates were thrown out 
‘of work by the spéliation, and to 
these only 49,429 hectarea have 
been allotted, mostly to Czechs, 

The Land Office is a bureaucratic 
Depitrtment not represented by 2 
and not responsible in a 
definite way’ to anyone except to a.
